Michigan Tourist eiedainy 
Tops $814 Million 


LANSING Yourist spending 
throughout Michigan exceeded $814 
million in 1864 according to a sur- 
vey just completed by the State 
Tourist Council. 

The total represents an increase 
of more than a 12 per cent over 
1963 when Council estimates plac- 
ed vacation travel spending at $727 
million. 

The survey indicated that recre- 
ational travel in Michigan in 1964 
involved more than 11 million peo- 
ple. 

The $814 million expenditure re- 
sulted in direct revenue to the 
state of more than $56 million In 
sales and use taxes, hunting and 
fishing license fees, clgarette and 
liquor taxes and gasoline taxes. 

“Last winter showed about a 2 
per cent increase in spending over 
1963, summer tourist expenditures 
were up about 32 per cent and the 
survey we have just completed 
shows ‘autumn spending up about 
1G per cent,” said William T. Mc- 
Graw,.-council director.
